Student Hero of Sea Disaster 
At Terminus of Heat Wave

Details of the perilous beach rescue of six persons 
when their boat capsized during the recent coast storm 
were revealed today by Ralph Dawson, 19-year-old hero 
of the battle against an angry sea. 


Dawson, a jaysee sophomore and 
president of Los Gauchos service 
club, told how he and John Lugo. 
a brother of Juanita Lugo, local 
student, accomplished the surf- 
board rescue of those left floun- 
dering in the huge swells when 
their boat capsized. The 33-foot 
cruiser, Jolly Tom, overturned at 
the entrance to the Newport Har- 
bor jetty. - 
HEARS CRIES FOR HELP 

“John and I were surfing be- 
tween the jetties,’ explained Daw- 
son. “Suddenly the cry went up 
from those on shore that a boat 
had capsized while trying to force 
its way back into the harbor. We 
could not see the boat well be- 
cause the swells cut off our view, 
but we paddled as quickly as pos- 
sible toward the spot, holding our 
boards with both hands and keep- 
ing them pointed into the waves. 

“The passengers were struggling 
to keep afloat in the rough water. 
There were six of them—two boys, 
an older man, and three girls. 
Only one had a life preserver. 
PADDLE TO JETTY 

“Johnny took one of the girls, 
who was nearly hysterical, on his 
board and paddled with her to 
the east jetty. 

“YT dived into the wreckage of 
the boat, which was breaking up 
and found the rest of the life 
preservers. While I was under- 
water I had to leave my board 
on the surface and faced the dan- 
ger of losing it. When I got the

Education at the junior col- 


lege has always been offered with the sole view of pre- 
paring those attending in the best possible manner for 
later business and professional life. To institute “ghost- 
writing”’ such as this, is to undermine the foundation upon 
which education’s entire system of preparation is based. 

College work is voluntary and knows no need for 
outside assistance that is at best totally unqualified and a 
hindrance to effective learning. 

To take advantage of any proposition of this type is 


to add personal weakness to foolish monetary loss.—D. M.

Increase Made In 


Grid Allotment 


An increase of $1,532.55 
was made in the budget 
adopted by the Associated 
Student executive board 
which approved a total ex- 
penditure of $10,948.55 for 
college needs during the 
current year, Milton Asher, 
student treasurer, said to- 
day. 

Asher predicted that expenses 
would be more than covered by 
revenue coming from football gate 
receipts, student cards, and smal- 
ler sources of income, which are 
expected to amount to about 
$11,000. 

DON PAYMENT MADE 

Over half the increase went 
towards payment of The Don 
which was purchased from Phil 
Hay, and the football team; each 
were allotted $500 and $400 re- 
spectively. 

Despite the fact that the ’38 
football team finished fourth in 
conference competition, they out- 
drew all others and added over 
$9,000 to the student fund. 
ESTIMATE GRID YIELD 

This year a conservative esti- 
mate of $6,000 is expected from 
grid gate receipts and about 
$5,000 from Associated Student 
ticket sales, with the other minor 
revenues added to that. 


Library Purchases 
Many New Books 


During the summer, the college 
library purchased several hundred 
new books, Librarian Lillian Dick- 
son said today. 

Some of the outstanding books 
purchased are: ‘‘Tree of Liberty,’ 


“Mein Kampf,” “The Old Santa 


Fe Trail” and “Elihu Root.” Also 
two reference sets, ‘The Dic- 
tionary of National Biography” 
and “Smithsonian Scientific Ser- 
ies” have been added. 

Important to art students is the 
new book, ‘A Treasury of 
Masterpieces.” It contains repro- 
ductions of the great art master- 
pieces from the Renaissance to the 
modern period. Although the book 
is not yet in circulation it is for 
student use in the library only. 


Students Obtain Aid 
Through NYA Jobs 


Approximately 132 jaysee stu- 
dents are receiving financial aid 
through NYA jobs, according to 
Calvin C. Flint, dean of men, who 
today released figures on youth aid 
applications. 

There are 157 students actually 
receiving employment, but all of 
these are not working full time. 
Although the government has al- 
lotted the jaysee an increase in 
funds, there are additional appli- 
cants. necessitating alternating 
monthly jobs for many. 

The type of work done by stu- 
dents here includes coaching, life- 
guarding, janitor work, and secre- 
tarial duties.

Forty-eight county men have 
successfully passed the prelimi- 
nary tests for civilian flight train- 
ing to be offered at Santa Ana 
Junior college this year and are 
eligible to pursue ground training 
beginning at jaysee Monday morn- 
ing, it was announced today by 
Instructor H. O. Russell, who is 
in charge of the local aviation 
program. More than 100 applica- 
tions were received for the course. 


The only remaining requirement 
is that successful applicants must 
now pass a physical examination 
to be given by the Civil Aero- 
. Mautics Authority flight surgeon. 
All of the 48:men have passed 
the local physical test, and are 
otherwise fully qualified for the 
course that is to be offered here 
under the direction of the federal 
government, Russell said. 
The first selection for the flight 
training will be made from a 
list of 20 who have the highest 
qualifications, it was stated. These 
include:

Swallows Gone With the Wind; 
Leaves Eight Days in Advance 


Every March 19 for 161 years, a flock of swallows has 


arrived at the Mission San Juan Capistrano, 
this flock has left on October 21. 


and every year 
But this year the phe- 


nomena was not completed. Arriving on schedule, March 
19, the swallows ousted the sparrows from their nests and 
o— 


set up housekeeping. 

For six months and 26 days the 
natral state of affairs continued, 
but on September 13 the swallows 
left the mission. According to the 
usual schedule the swallows should 
not have left for eight days, Oc- 
tober 21. As yet no satisfactory ex- 
planation has been evolved. 
CHECK ARRIVALS 

For many years the coming and 
going of the swallows was little 
more than a rumor in places other 
than immediate vicinity of San 
Juan Capistrano. However for 
several years official watchers 
have been placed at the mission 
for the purpose of assuring the 
public of the authenticity of the 
legend. 

In 1936 the watcher was Clin- 
ton “Buddy” Twiss, a staff an- 
nouncer for the National Broad- 
casting Company. In 1937 it was 
Ed Ainsworth of the L.A. Times, 
and in 1938 George G. Cantwell

states were attracted here setting 
a new high in out-of-state regis- 
tration, Registrar Mabel G. Whit- 
ing said today. 

Idaho with 22 follows California 
in the number of students matric- 
ulating here. Colorado and Wash- 
ington are both represented with 
10 students each. Seven come 
from Iowa, six from Minnesota 
and Nebraska, and five from 
North Dakota and Texas. 


There are three students from 
Missouri, Ohio, Oklahoma, Utah, 
and Oregon. From Arkansas, Kan- 
sas, Montana, and Tennessee, 
there are two students each. Other 
states represented include Mexico, 
Pennsylvania, South Dakota, 
South Carolina, and North Caro- 
lina.
